The spirit of my report to Annual Convocation in the year of the 20th Anniversary 
of our Diocese must be one of thanksgiving. 


We give thanks first of all to Almighty God for his guidance and help in the 
past, for without Him we can do nothing. As the Collect for this Sunday (Sexagesima) 
says, “We should not put our trust in anything that we do” but pray that God’s 
power may defend us against all adversity. 


And we give thanks to all our fellow-workers who have preceeded us, and who 
are serving the church elsewhere, or have retired, or have been called by God to 
higher service-Bishops Harry Kennedy, Charles Gilson and the late James C.L. Wong; 
the Rev. Messrs. the Late Y. C. Yang, the Late Graham Liu, Theodore Yeh, John 
Caton, the late Richard Yoh, Ephraim Hsia, William Buell, Lawrence Cheung, David 
Echols, John Liu and Patrick Hutton; Misses Louis Reilly, Ena Somerville, An Veng 
Loh, Mrs. Julia Liang and Mrs. Vivian Yen; and Messrs. the late S.T. Lee, John K.T. 
Huang, William Wang, Lt. Col. Robert Hammerquist, Major Richard Corsa and others. 


We give thanks to the American Episcopal Church which started the work here, 
and is still sending us personnel and financial support. 


We give thanks to our Companion Dioceses-first the Diocese of Upper South 
Carolina and now the Diocese of Hawaii which have given us valuable material and 
spiritual help. 


As our Presiding Bishop will soon rettre at the end of May this year, I hope he 
does not mind my including him among the persons in the past whom we owe a 
great debt to. As my predecessor Bishop Wong has said, “One of the greatest honours 
a missionary Diocese can have is a visit from the Presiding Bishop,” and we have 
had 2 visits from our Chief Pastor within 3 years. We give thanks for the ministry 
of John Hines. who for the last ten years has led the Episcopal. Church to new paths 
of outstanding service which makes our church relevant to the world. Although we 
Chinese are taught not. to pass judgment upon a man until he is safely enclosed in 
his coffin, we can say, while John is still hale and hearty, that he isa great bishop, 
one of the greatest we have had in our Church. 


We wanted to make the Opening Services of Thanksgiving in Taipei and 
Kaoshiung on Feb. 19 and 20 the first’ events in a series of celebrations for our 
20th Anniversary, but the Diocesan Youth have stolen the thunder from us_ by 
putting up a play with a Christmas theme (Dorothy Sayers’ the Coming of the Messiah) 
which should appropriately be. performed at Christmastide, and they have raised a 
good sum of money for our 20th Anniversary Social Service Fund. 
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Our future celebrations include a 
Diocesan Mission conducted’ by the 
renowned English Missioner, Canon 
Bryan Green, on March 29 to April 
1 at Taipei, Hsinpu, Kaoshiung and 
Tainan. You are all requested to attend 
as well as to bring along your non- 
Christian relatives and friends, 


The 20th Anniersary Social Service 
Fund will be closed on June 30. If you 
have not donated to it yet (and have 
also not asked your colleagues and _ Ez

We hope to raise at least N7T$500,000 David Briggs after a Baptism and 
Confimation serice at St. Micheets in November. 


for one or more social service projects. 
We are grateful to the Bishop’s Commissary in Hong Kong, the Rev. P.Y. Cheung, 
for raising (HK$10,000) for us, 


The last event is on St. Matthew’s Day, Sept. 2lst, when we shall ordain the 
first non-stipendiary clergy in the Diocese in the person of Mr. Y.R. Hsia, a high 
government official and expert agricultural economist, who has been giving eminent 
service to the church as a lay reader, Bishop’s Committee member, head of the Lay 
Work Department, etc. 


Our building projects for the 20th Anniversary year include some which were 
completed ahead of time last year, such as the Vicarage in St. Mark’s Church, Pingtung, 
the last church in the Diocese to have a house for its resident priest; and some 
which cannot be completed in time, such as the rebuilding of the St. Michael’s Hostel 
in Tainan and the new Hua Chung Middle School, the former because of the huge 
rise in the cost of building and the latter because of a government regulation forbidd- 
ing building on our Hua Chung site (agricultural land on hill slopes cannot be converted 
for other use for an initial period of two years). However, one building was completed 
in January this year, (the Girls Student Hostel at St. John’s Cathedral, Taipei) and a 
new class-room building at SJSMIT will be ready for use in September when the 
Institute takes in 450 more new students. 


We were fortunate to have completed 4 buildings last year before the rise in 
price of cement and steel: The Hanchett House (Vicarage of Good Shepherd Church, 
Taipei), the Dr. F.L. Hawks Pott Building (Classrom building at SJSMIT), the Gilson 
House (Vicarage at St. Mark’s Church, Pingtung), and a 3-storey house bought at 
Wu Chia (7A), (a new residential area near Kaoshiung, for a new Mission Chapel 
and Nursery. Two cemetery siteS were acquired; one in Taipei which is already in 
use and one in Kangshan, 


Some new Kindergarten work was started in 1973, the new Kindergarten at St. 
Peter's Church, Chiayi, and the new Kindergarten at Advent Church Hsinpu; and 


there was an expansion of the Kindergartens at St. Paul’s, Kaoshiung, Good Shepherd 


Taipei, and St. James’, Taichung. The new Nursery at All Saints Church, Kangshan 
was opened in January, 1974, 


Our Clinics have not been doing well. In May, 1973, we closed the Dental Clinic 
at San Di Mun for lack of patients (the aborigines had to walk a long way to get to 
the Clinic), and in June, 1973, we closed the St. Andrew’s Clinic at Chading, also for 
the lack of patients. St. Paul’s Clinic, Kaoshiung, is still struggling financially, but 
we have enough patients and work to justify its continuance for sometime to come. 


Thanks to the generous scholarship aid from Virginia Theological Seminary, 
General Theological Seminary, and the Church Divinity School of the Pacific of 
PECUSA, the Church Missionary Society of England, and the Diocese of St. Albans 
in England (whose Bishop Robert Runcie was my principal eat Cuddesdon College, 
Oxford) which give support to our MRI project, our programme for the continual 
education of clergy, especially for further education abroad, has been going on 
uninterruptedly for the past 3 years during which we have sent 7 clergy to study 
and for practical experience in the U.S.A., England and Ireland, and at St. George’s 
College, Jerusalem. This year in Sept. enother of our Chinese clergy will go to the 
Selly Oaks Colleges, Birmingham, with some parish work in England, as a C.M.S. 
-bursar. 


Our lay training work at present consists mainly of Conferences, Retreats and 
Bible Classes. It is not a regular and systematic program and I will ask the Ministry 
Council and Lay Work Department to strengthen this important work. 


The sending of 3 clergy abroad for study and practice last year (Rev. John Chien 
to V.T.S., Rev. Andrew Huang to CDSP, and Rev. Michael Liu to England and 
Ireland) necessiated some changes in clerical personnel. The Rev. Jason Ke left the 
Diocesan Office to fill the vacancy left by the Rev. Michael Liu at St. Peter’s, Chiayi. 
The Rev. Wang Hsien-chih returned last August with an S.T.M. from General 
Theological Seminary to replace the Rev. John Chien at Grace Church, Tainan. Mr. 
David Chee from Singapore who recently earned an M.A. in philosophy from the 
Taiwan National University accepted appointment as Lay Vicar of Holy Trinity 
Church, Keelung. 


Two missionaries left Taiwan last year. The Rev. Robert Burch, who was Acting 
Director of the ecumenical Taiwan Christian Service and a great help to our English 
language work in Taipei, left in May 1973. He was inducted as Rector of St. Martin’s 
Church in Providence, Rhode Island in Sept., 1973. Miss Ena Somerville, a missonary 
from Australia who has served in Australia, New Guinea, Kuching and Sabah before 
coming to Taiwan, left in Sept., 1973. She has been Secretary for at least four S.E. 
Asian bishops and was Lecturer in English at the time of her departure. 


We should not end with a pessimistic note in a Report whose theme is Thanksgiving. 
But we do continue to worry about numbers-baptism and confirmation figures do not 
show an increase, and we go on losing some of our most able families every year 
through emigration, mostly to the U.S. However, our loss is somebody else’s gain, 
and the Chinese-Episcopal work in America has grown considerably in the last few years. 


Another worry, a recent and we hope only a temporary one, is the skyrocketing 
cost in building. The price of steel at the end of last year was 4 times as high as it 
has been at the beginning of the year. The two premises we started to build last 
year exceeded the original estimate by 40% or more, and the money we possess for 
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projected buildings in the near future such as the rebuilding of St. Michael’s Hostel 
in August, the expansion of certain kindergartens in Sept., the building of new student 
hostels and the new Hua Chung Middle School, etc.) has become very inadequate. 


Like St. Paul in this Sunday’s Epistle (II Cor. 11:19—end), we have to suffer and 
to care for the things without and within the church, and as our Lord Jesus has 
taught us in the Parable of Sower in this Sunday’s Gospel that we should be more 
effective in the preaching of the Gospel, so that our seeds would fall on good ground 
and bear fruit a hundredfold. 


Though fewer in numbers, Our giving has continued to go up. We aim at asking 
less from the Executive Council in New York, and raising our local support at the 
same time. We have tried our best to be good stewards in the raising and spending 
of the money entrusted to us. 


As I have thanked our benefactors and helpers of the past and from the outside, 
I must conclude in thanking as heartily all our present clergy and lay people who 
love the Church and are willing to make sacrifices in giving and in service to help 
extend the Kingdom of God in the Republic of China. May God bless you all richly 
in your service for Him and His Church and People.

These will be held at St. John’s Cathedral, Taipei, on February 19th at 6 p.m. 

The Presiding Bishop, John 
Hines, will preach at both services. A thanksgiving dinner will be held immediately 
after each service.

Miss Fok Ming-chu, a young Anglican pianist from Hong Kong will give two 
recitals, one in Taipei on June 21st and one in Kaohsiung on June 23rd.

from Cleveland Conservatory. She has given concerts in Hong Kong and the U.S.A. 
and has won numerous piano awards. 


4, Ordination of Non-stipendary clergy 


Mr. Y. R. Hsia will be ordained the first non-stipendary clergyman in the 
diocese on September 21st, St. Matthew’s Day. 


5. Social Service Fund 


The financial campaign to raise $ 500,000 NT for social welfare work will be 


closed on June 30th. Those who have not contributed are urged to do so and also 
to ask their friends to help. The $ 10,000 HK (approx. $ 75,000 N.T.) which our 
Commissary in Hong Kong, Rev. P. Y. Cheung, has helped to raise, will be offered 
at the Opening Service. 
6. Other Events 

The youth in the Northern deanery put on a play before Christmas and raised 
over $10,000 for the Social Service Fund. 


The lay people in the Southern deanery propose to hold a painting exhibition 
soon. 


EAST GOES WEST 


It is the policy of our present Bishop to send each of the clergy overseas for 
further training. Here is news of two men who are currently undergoing such training 
Two men are also serving in overseas diocese: one of them gives an account of his 
work. 


1. Theology and Sightseeing 


Rev. John Chien is currently studying at Virginia Seminary, Alexandria. He wrote 
to us both in November and January. Here are three extracts, dealing with life in 
the first semester, life in the vacation and life inthe second semester:- 


First semester: “I am very glad to 
inform you that I have been accep- 
ted as a candidate for the S.T.M. 
degree. The courses which I have been 
taking are Christian Ethics, Systematic 
Theology, F.D. Maurice’s “Kingdom 
of Christ” and the STM seminar for 
this year, which involves wrestling 
with the theology of a German 
theologian, Wolfhart Panne nberg. He 
started his Christology from Jesus’ 
resurrection, and strongly regarded 
the Incarnation as the end of Christo- 
logy. In his book, “Revelation as 
History”, he likes indirect revelation 
through history rather than direct 
revelation. The implication of this 
theory emphasizes that the present 
value of an event can only be un- 
derstood at the end of history. He 
seems to try his best to maintain the 
strain between the now and the future. 
I am very interested in F.D. Maurice 
because his books help me to clarify 
the Christian faith, especially concern- 
ing the conception of baptism, the

his Victorian English is hard for me as well as for American students...... *Regard- 
ing school life here, we have a very pretty and large campus. I especially 
enjoy the fellowship among the students on campus. Many activities here are 
worthwhile; for instance, last Thursday (November 1st) we worshipped and 
ate dinner here with Episcopalian Congressmen. The most exciting experience was 
that I met Sen. Gerald Ford, the future Vice President of the U.S.A. The 
location of Virginia Seminary is good because it is not very far from washington 
D.C. I have taken opportunities for sightseeing. Thus I have visited the white 
House, driven around Watergate, and been to the Supreme Court, Congress etc.” 


Vacation: “During the vacation I stayed with my uncle in Nashville Tennessee 
most of the time, and had good talks and good Christian fellowship. I especially 
liked the Chinese meals they cooked for me. If we didn’t go out of the home, 
we really felt we were in Taiwan because we had Chinese foods and used our 
native language all the time. It was also very exciting for me to meet my sister, 
who just came here a couple of months ago, and her husband, who is studying 
pharmacy in Monor, Louisiana. We took a lot of pictures there and I hope they 
will come out very soon. In the meanwhile, I also participated in the interational 
student activities sponsored by Downtown Presbyterian Church in Nashville with 
more than forty foreign students. I met many students from Taiwan, Hong Kong 


and Malaysia, and we had good opportunity to practise our Mandarin again...... ms 


Second Semester: “I am now taking an independent study on the Christian doctrine 
of man. And my master thesis will be “The comparison between the Christian 
and Confucian doctrine of man in the matter of sin”. The courses which I am 
going to take for the second semester are STM seminar, the Church and the 
Economic Order, the Pastor as Educator, and one independent study on the 
theology of hope.” 


2. Music and Pastoral work 


Rev. Michael Liu, currently spending’ a year in England and Ireland, writes in 
late January:- 


“I came to England and Ireland for further training in Church music and general 
church work, under the auspices of the Church Missionary Society in England 
and the Dublin University Far East Mission. 


“In the past three months in England I have been in several different parishes 
and cities for my training. This has included college student work at Imperial 
College in west London, a study of Anglican church music at the Royal School - 
of Church Music at Croydon, and a study of modern church music in Leicester 
and Royal Leamington Spa. I stayed with Rey. David Wilson at the Holy Apostles 
Church in Leicester and with Rev. Norman Warren at St. Paul’s Leamington Spa. 
Both are famous young musicians, much of whose music is collected in a new 
book called “Psalm Praise”, which is getting very popular, and is much loved by 
the younger generation. I was given acopy by Rev. N. Warren. I will bring it 
back to Taiwan with me. I’m sure it will be loved and enjoyed by the youngsters 
in our summer camps and youth fellowships. 


“I have been in Dublin, Ireland, simte January 3rd° 1974. TI settled down apn 
Bartholemew’s Vicarage. The Vicars name is John T.F. Paterson. He is a musical 


priest and also very kind. St. Bar- 
tholemew’s has been established 
more than 100 years, and the choir 
is well known throughout the whole 
COUMUTY cae. I have met quite a lot 
of people this month. Some of them 
had been in China 25 years until 
the Communist government took 
over the Mainland. One of them 
is Mrs. Jessie E. Grindley. She spent 
several years in Fukien as a nurse. 
Although she has been away from 


China for 24 years she never 
forgets to celebrate the Chinese Rev. Michael Liu 
New Year. This year on January 22nd, New Year’s Eve, I was invited to have a 
Chinese meal with her at a restaurant called “Chopstick” in Dublin. 


*T will stay here till after Easter; then I will go to Birmingham to have another 
three months’ training at Selly Oak College. I hope than I can write another 
letter to you.” 


3. Worship and Theatre 


Rev. James Ling is our missionary to Mauritius. In his letter to us he states that 
he is Vicar of St: Paul’s, Port Louis, where the congregation is mainly Chinese; but 
there are also French-speaking assistants to take services in that language. Every 
Sunday he also has services at St. James’ Cathedral, Holy Trinity, Rosehill, and St. 
Clement’s, Curepipe. Every so often he has to visit Chinese congregations throughout 
the whole island. Thus it seems there is a busy round of services. Writing in mid- 
January, he goes on to Ssay:- 


“Recently we have been busy rehearsing a Chinese show to be presented at the 
Municipal Theatre on the occasion of the Chinese New Year. The purpose of the 


show is as follows:- 


l. to throw light upon ideas of evangelisation through sketches, songs and dances; 

. to provide a means of recreation on the occasion of the Chinese New Year; 

3. to provide a fund for the building of a new hall for the Chinese Anglican 
Centre. 


Although it is a bit hard, I enjoy working in Mauritius as the people are friendly 
and polite.” 


‘As far as the oil crisis is concerned, Mauritius has not been affected so much.” 
The price of petroleum has gone up, but there is no rationing. 


"My wife, Ruth, is helping me considerably in church work, and Moses is doing 
well in school. He came out first in his class. Mary and Esther are also doing 
well and have reached a good standard in English and French languages.” 


These are three of our brethren who are currently overseas. Please remember 


them and their needs in your prayers. 


AROUND THE CHURCHES 


St. Peter’s Church, Chiayi, 


The kindergarten opened in September is making good progress. It has an enrolment 
of 130 children with four teachers including the superintendent) and two assistants. 
They also have a driver and a cleaner making a total of eight on the staff, with the 
Rey. Jason Ke as the kindergarten head. 


With adequate facilities and a mini-bus to transport the children, many parents 
are happy to send their children to our kindergarten. It is our hope that through the 
kindergarten the love of Christ will be shed abroad in the hearts of many of the 
children. 


All Saints’ Kangsan 


1. Moon Festival celebration, llth Sept. The Sunday School children held a party 
at the church at 8 pm with many adults attending. There were singing, Scripture 
recitations, and musical items. The highlight of the evening was a ballet performance 
by a little miss who received much applause for her effort. 
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Memorial service for the late Mdm Lee Kuo-Hsin, 7th Oct. Mdm Lee passed 
away on 29th Sept. She was a faithful member of the church for over twenty

3. A Nursery School was opened in January, 1974. It is named after the late Rev. 
Graham Liu. It has now 30 toddlers in it. 


Advent Church, Hsinpu 


As the church is situated within the campus of the SJSM Institute of Techology, 
there are good opportunities to bring many of the students into the Christian fellowship. 
At a Welcome Party for Newcomers held on 6th Sept. there were more then eighty 
young people attending. 


We have also adopted 2 scheme where four Christian families so far have opened 
their homes to students and each family has certain students under its special care 
and concern. There is a Christian teacher assigned to each of these homes also. This 
system has proved to be very useful and helpful. Small prayer groups (two in a group) 
have also been formed to encourage them to pray for one another and for the work 
of the Gospel and the church. 


On the 15th and 16th of December our Fellowship put up a Christmas play, entitled 
‘The Birth of the Messiah’ by Dorothy Sayers. The two performances were made in 
a Catholic Centre in Taipei. Although the attendace was not very good due to lack 
of publicity, but the quality of the performance was excellent and won many favorable 


comments. Mr. James Liu Yiu-Ming, an Art graduate, was the producer and conductor 
of the play. 


20th November. A six-member Youth For Christ Teen Team from New Zealand 


came and sang at our church. They specially sang two Chinese numbers for the 
occasion. 


llth December. As part of our Christmas celebration, we invited the Bethany 
Choir of the Taiwan Theological College to sing at our church. 


24th December, Christmas Eve. We had a Christmas Eve Communion service as 
well went carolling to many of our parishioners’ homes.

for the evening. It was truly an enjoyable time of music and song for everyone.

5. 24th December, Christmas Eve. 7.30 pm Carolling to four homes. 
10.15 pm Carols by Candlelight. 
11.00 pm Holy Communion. 
25th December, Christmas Day. 10.30 am Christmas Eucharist. 


6. Stewardship Campaign, December 2. As part of this campaign, ‘Church Life Teas’ 
were held at three centers to help parishioners to understand their commitment. 
The clergy also spoke at various groups and fellowships in the parish to help 
them to understand what stewardship is all about.

St. Michael’s hostel, Tainan 


Grace Church and St. Michael’s co-operated in the organization of a student 
winter conference from 3lst January to 7th February. Of the 33 students who attended, 
most were non-Christians. This was therefore a good opportunity to introduce them 
to the Christian faith. The mornings were given to English conversation and English 
Bible Study, conducted by members of the St. Michael’s congregation. The afternoon 
programme included singing from the ever-popular “Rejoice”.

At the time of going to press it is not certain 
whether something will be put up on the same site, or the whole hostel moved to 
another site. The latter sounds more probable. This being so, we might have to rent 
a place for a year until the new buildings are ready. We therefore value your prayers 


for this period of upset. We are not seeking a magnificent edifice, but a small complex 
of buildings that can be used to make Christ known to others. 


Special Gaenks 


Visitor from the Philippines- Bishop Manguramas 


On the 3rd November, Bishop & Mrs. Manguramas paid a four-day visit to our 
Diocese. Bishop Manguramas, a fairly short but stocky man, is a fairly young bishop 
being only about forty years old. He was formerly a Moslem and prince of the Sultan 
family. Later, when he became a Christian he forfeited his royal status and left all 


his privileges to follow Jesus. His sacrificial spirit is certainly to be admired 
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On Sunday, 4th Nov., he worshiped and preached at St. John’s Cathedral and 
later visited the Palace Museum. Then on the 5th Nov. he visited the kindergarten 
at the Church of Good Shepherd, Shihlin and the children specially put on four 
dance performances for them. After that, he and his wife visited the Hsinpu SJSM 
Institute of Technology and Advent Church. They left Taipei on the 16th.

Conference of Asian American Episcopalians planned. 


A national conference of Asian American Episcopalians has been scheduled for 
February 7-9, in San Francisco. The Rev. Winston W. Ching is appointed interim 
coordinator for this new ministry and the conference is designed “to form the ministry 
of the Episcopal Church to Asian Americans.” This ministry is to strengthen and 
expand the work of the Episcopal Church among Asian Americans, to develop a 
ministry to meet the needs of immigrants from Asia, and to work ecumenically “to 
articulate a theology and to develop a strategy to present the Gospel to Asians in a 
more meaningful way.” An annual budget of $50,000 has been set aside for this work. 

We welcome this move by the General Convention of the Episcopal Church and 
pray that God will richly bless in this new venture.

3. Fr. Chia, dean of the Cathedral, is improving, but still needs to take plenty of 
rest. Pray about the student dormitory block, unfinished because of lack of funds, 

4. Fr. Morse, despite advanced age, still takes services at the Yang Ming Shan chapel. 

5. Summer camps for students and other young people usually take place in July. 
Pray for all the preparations that must be done. 

6. Pray for the Engish and Chinese work at Good Shepherd Church, and for the 
curate, Wilfred Chee and his lay helper, Simon Kuo, as they run the youth work. 

7. Edmund Der, with the work at Hsin Pu and Good Shepherd, always has a very 
busy schedule. 

8. Charles Chen is chaplain at Hsin Pu; pray for the strengthening of the little 
band of Christians amongst the students. 

9, David Chee still divides his loyalties between Hsin Pu and Keelung. 

10. Pray that the visit of Bryan Green and the influence of the Church Growth 
movement may give to Episcopalian Christians a greater concern for evangelism, 

11. Henry Pan, at St. James, Taichung, is somewhat isolated from the other Episcopalian 
churches. 

12. Jason Ke has now settled into his work at St. Peter’s Chiayi, and the new kind- 
ergarten has got off the ground. 

13. Hsien-Chih Wang has been at Grace Church Tainan for over half a year; links 
with a local teacher-training college sometimes prove rewarding.

14. Big changes are due at St. Michael’s the student hostel in Tainan, because of a 
building that needs replacing.

18. Andrew Huang has returned from the States to take up his duties again at St. 
Andrew’s, Chiading. 

19. A nursery has been established at All Saints, Kangshan. Pray for Rev. Cheng- 
hai Yang in his work there. 

20. Pray for women’s work in the diocese. 

21. A difficulty at St. Paul’s Kaohsiung, where Rev. Chun-Shih Ou works, is trying 
to run both Mandarin and Taiwanese work from the same base. 

22. Rev. Samuel Chen works at St. Paul’s Clinic, Kaohsiung, and administers the 
southern half of the diocese. 

23. Rev. James Ling is vicar of St. Paul’s, Port Louis, Mauritius (see article). 

24. Rev. Michael Liu is gaining experience in a Dnblin parish, and from Easter 
onwards will be at the CMS college in Birmingham (see article). 

25. Pray for young people thinking of God’s call to full time service. 

26. John Chien continues his theological studies at Virginia Seminary (see article). 

27. Stephen Hu is in the second half of his two year period at St. Paul’s Church, 
Penang, Malaysia. } 

28. Pray for the people of Taiwan as they grapple with the problem of inflation and 
rising cost of living. 

29. Pray for the youth work of our churches and the leaders. 

30. Pray for the special events of this anniversary year. 

31. Give thanks for the past 20 years and pray for God’s guidance in the future.
